The 
farmers refuse to send their milk to 
tho city doalers at the prices offered, 
and by catting off the supply hope 
to force the dealers to terms. For 
the first day or two all the milk 
brought to the stations for shipment 
was poured out on the ground, but 
now the farmers take their filled cans 
back homo from tho station when 
thoy learn that the prices have not 
beon advanced. There is groat ox- 
citomont throughout the surrounding 
conntry,and money is flowing in freely 
to enable the farmers to keep up the 
tight 
They will win, oC course, if 


thoy can hold out a little while. The 
city folks will be willing to pay 
almost any price rather than drink 
bltick coffee. 


AT a mooting of the clergymen of 


Chicago, held in that city on Mon- 
day last, s. series of resolutions was 
adopted strongly advocating the pas- 
sage of the bill now pending before 
the Illinois house of representatives, 
fixing the minimum of license for the 
sale of liquor at $500, and urging 
representatives and senators from 
that city to give it their support. 
Am9ng the resolutions adopted was 
thefoUowing: 


Resolved, That we express courteously, 


but at the name time firmly, our parn ana 
surprise that a body of legislators whose 
standing sad ability entitle them to be 
the representatives of a free and intelli- 
gent people, should hesitate to adopt the 
pending bill for tbe diminution of drunk- 
enness and enact the so-called high 
license Itm, especially when they have 
been petitioned to do so by the most rep- 
utable and intelligent guilds, corpora- 
tions and 'ousiness organizations of the 
State; wbin they have been urged to do 
so by the leading and moat influential 
journals, and when they have been solic- 
ited to do fo by thousands of the best cit- 
izens who demand this protection for 
themselves and families, and when their 
prolonged hesitancy gives rise to the sus- 
picion that they are indifferent to the suf- 
ferings of helpless women and children 
who nre tbe greatest victims of the liquor 
traffic and are more anxious to secure the 
political support of its friends and patrons 
than they iire to promote the moral, social 
and commercial prosperity of the com- 
mon wealth. 


Most o.f the speeches on the reso- 


lutions were made in opposition to 
them by oxtreme prohibitionists, but 
they were finally adopted by a vote 
of 57 to 15. 


THE Rov. W. H. H. Murray writes 


enthusiastically to the Boston Herald 
that Texus is just the place for horse 
breeding, and that the tough little 
inustangii are the right stock to take 
hold of for improvement. 
He de- 


clares that they trace their origin 
back to a "race of equine kings and 
queens," and have only deteriorated 
under hard usage. "I have seen 
these little 800 pound horses," he 
says, "travel eighty miles with a 180 
pound man up, tinder a southern 
Ban, in a ride across the country, 
without roadways, from sun to sun, 
and that; too, on little grain, perhaps 
nothing but the grass they get from 
the prairie at night. Many of them 
pace—pace like the wind—pace so 
fast that they play with you on the 
prairie, though you have a blooded 
mount that can run like a greyhound. 
Others trot—trot 
naturally—with 


stifles out and perfect knee action, 
and will do nothing but trot, how- 
ever hard pressed. I have raced 
through the prairio grasses and 
flowers at the rump of a mustang 
stallion fifteen and a half hands high 
and blood bay in color, with a tail as 
black as night and that would sweep 
the ground a foot, and been unable 
to break him from his trot or range 
up to his side, although my mount 
was a three-quarter bred mare of a 
1,000 pounds weight, that took to 
the chat-e with her eyes blazing and 
ears laid back in a way that plainly 
told her rider that she felt a good 
deal as he did." Mr.' Murray advises 
a cross from a thoroughbred stallion, 
believing that it would increase the 
size without losing toughness, and 
product' the best saddle horses as 
well as trotters.

tion of hours of labor, when it hhall be

appear that such was the sole 


cause of the reduction of wages. Many 
accounts were settled on this basis, but in 
consequence of a decision of the supremo 
court and several opinions of the attorney- 
esnerals to the effect that the low of 1868 
did not prevent the executive officers from 
making contracts by the hour or day, the 
law has generally been evaded {hiring the 
last ten years. In the Forty-fifth con- 
gress. May, 1878. the house of representa- 
tives by an overwhelming and non-partisan 
vote passed a joint resolution declaring that

DEOATOS'S PENSION BOARD 


Abollsned by Hon. W. W. Dudley U. a 
Commissioner of Pensions. 


The Decatur Government Examining 


Board, established by the commissioner 
of pensions on April 1st, 1882, is no more. 
Personal letters have been received from 
Commissioner Dudley that "it has been 
decided to abolish the board at Decamr." 
Only that and nothing more, and there- 
fore the services of tho official examiners, 
Dr. Ira B. Curtis, Dr. K. L. Walston and 
Dr. S. J. Bumstead, are no longer re- 
quired by the department. Since April 
the board has made careful examinations 
of all applicants for pensions that have 
been sent to them from neighboring 
counties. The number examined by the 
board is about 300. For awhile each 
member of the board received $1 for each 
person examined, and about six months 
ago the amount was increased by law to 
$2 each. 


The papers of the board have been

Curtis, and they will be forwarded to the 
department at Washington at once. 


In this connection it may be of interest 


to state that Dr. Curtis has been the offi- 
cial examining surgeon in Decatur since 
1863, a period of 20 years, and during 
that time he has examined, all told, 1045 
ex-soldiers applying for pensions or for 
increase of pensions. The Doctor has a 
stack of letters in his possession from va- 
rious sources complimenting him on the 
impartial manner in which he has per- 
formed his duties. Decatur is a central 
point, easy of access by reason of the ex- 
cellent railway facilities, and no doubt 
the department will appoint a physician 
here to perform the duties of examining 
surgeon. No doubt the board was con- 
sidered a little expensive. This is regu- 
lar examining day for the board that was 
but is not, and many ex-soldiers have 
been in the city for the purpose of under- 
going an examination.

Some 
farmers have already commenced talking 
about plowing up the wheat fields and 
sowing them in oats or planting corn.

This involves prolonged indoor confine- 
ment at a critical period of their exist- 
snce, and an almost total negleot of cal- 
stheuics. The growing girl, just bud- 
ding into perfect womanhood, needs 
;ight, air and exercise. 
What wonder, 


f she does not get tlism, that she emerg- 
es from her collie or her convent school 
a weak, musolelest) creature, with a 
mind stored at tho expense of her body, 
»nd n painful consciousness that if she 
has learned muoh, one thing at least has 
been more indelibly impressed upon her 
than any other, and that thing the fact 
that her back is too weak to hold her 
body erect without tiie aid of corsets. 
Boys are more fortunate. They are not 
expected to acquire so much in so short a 
time, and they have far more leisure 
for exercise. 


IJ it is necessary that women should 


acquire all that'men do, for charity's 
sake let them have an equal time in 
which to do so. 
If, however, they are 


to leive school at seventeen or eighteen, 
a proper consideration for their future 
and for the welfare of the generation of 
which they will be the mothers should 
prompt such a curtailment of their

Swindling Firms. 
Syracuse (S. T.) Journal. 


The March number of "The Uni- 


ted States Official Postal Guide" con- 
tains an alphabetical list of the 
swindling concerns to whom pay- 
ment of money orders and the de- 
livery of registered letters have been 
prohibited by order of the Postmas- 
ter General, on account of the fraud- 
ulent character of the business car- 
ried on by the parties addressed. 
The list is headed "Frauds," and is 
B curiosity worthy of examination. 
There are 476 distinct establish- 
ments, many of them operating un- 
der numerous "aliases," and the ma- 
jority of them by far have fallen un- 
der the prohibition of the postal au- 
thorities during the year 1882. They 
are located in almost every state, but 
in larger numbers perhaps in the 
Southern than in the 
Northern 


States. 
Ninety-six of the entire 


number offer their services to the 
public under the name of Matrimo- 
nial Associations, and the remainder 
is distributed among a large class of 
industries. From published reports 
concerning the operations of some of 
these public robbers, the amount re- 
ceived through the mails from cred- 
ulous victims ia perfectly astound- 
ing, aggregating thousands of dol- 
lars in a very brief period of time. 
It may easily be conjectured what 
enormous sums all these "frauds" 
would daily filch from the people if 
the strong hand of the law did not 
interpose to stop their work of plun- 
der. One hundred and eighteen of 
the number in the list are located in 
this state, mostly in the city of New 
York.
